RrTore BxporloBoo of a Toaeol Botweon 
Halifax and Bertnnda. 

Halipax. N. B., Sept 9.— Bermuda 
advices of Sept 8 give the following 
parttenlars of the steamer Daart Castle's 
exi>erience in a hnrricane during her 
passage from Halifax to Bermuda, where 
she arrived Sept. l. 

The storm began about midnight on 
Aug. 28 and continue<l until 7 o'clock 
the next morning, and was one of the 
most severe she ever experienced. At 
6:80 a. m., Aug. 29. in latitude 40:6 
north, longitude 63:18 west, while a 
heavy sea was ninuing, a nva boarded 
the ship and washed overboard two 
seamen named Bexton and Noteworthy.

As it was he was badly 
bruised and had to seek me<lical al^si8:- 
ance on his arrival in Bermuda. During 
the storm the sea boarded the 
pteamer on all sides, carrying away 
aliout fifty feet of rail and tearing up 
and twisting the iron stanchlom that 
supported the rail.

MEXICAN TARIFF. 



Tne Haw Bate Made VakUe kat Mai 
OMeMly. 

City of Mexico, Sept. 9.— The new 
Mexican tariff has finally made its ap- 
j)earance In The Daro Official, but baa 
not yet been published in book form. 
One of the most notable features of the 
new law is its great definiteness. There 
has been a large number of classes of 
merchuidise added to the increased list. 
The free list retains agricultural imple- 
ments, wires, machinery, explosives, 
iron pipe and sheet tin. 

Precious stones are taxed from ^8 to 
$5 per caret; raw cotton cloth, (train and 
carriages are unchanged; threads, under- 
wear, woolen carpets, cloths, clothing, 
(gloves and fringee are slightly reduced; 
hrearms are somewhat iucreased. The 
tax on tne following articles have been 
reduced : Sulphuric and muriatic acids, 
to three cents; liquors in wood, from 
forty to thirty cents: wine, twelve to 
ten cents; beer, to eight cents; common 
paper, ten to eight cents: brown wrap- 
ping paper, to eight cents: envelojMS, 
forty-rive to twenty -fi\e cents; bnstol 
board, to twenty-five cents: pasteboard, 
to twenty-five cents; wallpaper, to twen- 
ty cents; preserved fruits, fixed oil not 
specified, fifty to twenty cents: lubricat- 
ing oils, to five cents; unfinished fumi- 
tvire, fifteen to eight cents; tools, ten to 
five cents: steel ingots, five to throo 
cents; angle iron, to three cents; phoa> 
phorus, seventv-five to fifty cenis. 

The tax on the following articles have
